IT is wer ftftj yca« since 
Catherine Booth, the Mother of 
The Satvation Army, ceamd frcmi 
her labors, bitt her wordt aiV still 
freighted with Divii» uiKtion aud 
power. If ymx are farttmate enough 
to mmem a copr of "Tba Life of 
Catherine Booth" by F. D. Booth - 
Tycker, turn to pAg& 3», volume 1, 
and give it a careful reading. It will 
m of eterntl advantage to honest 
souls. A brief synoi»i» of her words 
relating to theBenitent-Form follows: 
•Then again I regard it as a valu- 
able help to decision. They hear the 
bl€»&d Maiter whjsperinjs 'Follow 
Me.' but they hesitate. Satan sug- 
gests the propriety of doing mme- 
thing in the future, and by the time 
that future is t.rai»for«wed into the 
present, the force of th« impj^ion 
has abated, arrf the u«jal tenor of 
a «odl^ life has b«n all but re- 
sumed. What is wanted in the mo- 
ment of impression, m for the «ml 
to take some definiU sitep, which 
shall forever decide the que»tic«. 
Herein lies one important advan- 
tage presented by this mettiod. 
These words are frequently upon 
my lips: "1X3 RIGHT, DO SOME- 
THING, DO IT MOW. Yew have 
thought and reascwied and intaackd 
for years. ACT HOW. 

"I tod this method very useful as 
a test of submission. Hie cwnplete 
submi«ion of the sinner must pre- 
cede his conversion. Until h« sur- 
renders unconditionally, Chriat can 
not save him. How if he is really 
trymg to submit to God and to ac- 
cept ^e Salvation of the Gospel. l» 
will be ready at once to i»bliely 
man^est his decisi« before Heaven 
and Earth and Hell. Alm«t the iwt, 
if not _ the very last thing, the sin- 
ner Will do is to make known the 
convictions of guilt and danger that 
are struggling m hii- breast He will 
read^ and weep and pray in ssecret. 
but_to let the world know that he is 
penitent— never! 

"When under the arguments and 
persuasions ©f Christian truth many 
imagine that they are willing at 
once to forsake their sins aM ac- 
cept the ^viour. but try them with 
this test. Ask them to come out and 
avow their decision to serve God. 
and. their pride will rise and rebel 
against such a humiliatiniE step: and 
they will prove that they are far 
from that complete submission 
Without which Salvation is an im- 
possibihty. In most, the last l»ttle 
FtfifL^^ emancipation from Hell's 
tnraidom m fought over the ques- 



tion, 'What will the wm-M myV

Carr, artist and author, and she 
is truly a very remarkabie and 
great woman.

In that ten days 
she completed seventeen larie 
panels, and that, mind you, at thp 
age of seventy-two; a wonderful 
woman. 

Emily Carr is a lover of animals 
and one of her mterests hs& been 
the breedmg of she^p dogs of which 
she has br^ three hundred. She has 
the gift of inspiring both animals 
and birds with confidence, gaininc 
their instant friendship. ^ 

One of the incid«>nts in her life 
charmed me particularly. She was 
painting m the garden of her home 
when a peacock from a neaiby Park 



wand*?rt*£j in and found a mirror 
which she had there C|»»sibly to 
reflect the Vii-wl. The bird st«xi m 
front of the glaas. prwnmg himself 
and spreading his glorious feathen 
for a very long time, and apparently 
mduiging m an orgy of self- 
admiration.
